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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tanimoto et al 
(US Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0226370). 

Regarding claim 1 , Tanimoto et al discloses a refrigeration system (1 , see 
paragraph [0031]) for a vapor compression refrigeration cycle including a heat source 
circuit (2, see paragraph [0031]) provided with a high temperature compressor (1 1 , see 
paragraph [0032]) and a utilization circuit (3, see paragraph [0031]) connected to the 
heat source circuit and provided with an evaporator (56, see paragraph [0041]) and a 
low temperature compressor (55, see paragraph [0041]), the refrigeration system 
inherently comprising an operation control unit for switching the high temperature 
compressor between an actuated state and suspended state and an actuation control 
unit that actuates the low temperature compressor based on a refrigerant suction 
pressure is inherently present, as the system of Tanimoto et al is explicitly disclosed to 
switch between suspended and actuated or operating states based on pressure (40, 83, 
see paragraph [0032]; 55, see paragraph [0051]) and cannot change operation states of 
the various compressors without some operation or actuation control unit; and the 
actuation of the low temperature compressor will increase the suction pressure of the 
high temperature compressor (see figure 1). 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 5/01/2009 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. On page 5, the applicant argues that nowhere in Tanimoto is the 
increasing of the suction pressure of the outdoor compressor when the outdoor 
compressor is suspended and given conditions are met. 

As the operation of the evaporator will cause the increase of suction pressure of 
the compressor if the compressor is suspended, it is unclear to the examiner how it is 
possible for the system of Tanimoto to not meet this limitation; Therefore, this argument 
is unpersuasive. 

The applicant further argues on page 5 that Tanimoto fails to disclose how the 
operations of the compressors are related to the refrigerant suction pressure. The 
examiner respectfully submits that the inclusion of "based on a refrigerant suction 
pressure" simply requires that a refrigerant suction pressure be an input into the 
programmed decision matrix, not that any particular relationship be present. As such, 
the applicant is arguing that the reference does not meet a limitation which is not 
claimed, and therefore is unpersuasive.
